These objectives 
make it a unique Christian mission, staffed by men who, like Father O'Connor 
its founder, have been converted from the Roman priesthood and who devote 
their lives to the furtherance of the interests of Protestant faith and culture. 


Today, 70 years later, the need for the work of Christ’s Mission is greater than 
ever before. Never has there been greater need to re-assert, re-emphasize and 
re-proclaim the saving message of the Christian Gospel in all the fullness of its 
power.

Mission for Catholics in Montreal 


HE NEAREST TO A CHRIST’S 
MISSION in Canada is ‘The Chris- 
tian Mission’ established some years 
ago in Montreal by Rev. J. A. Giguére, 
a converted French Canadian priest. 
Mr. Giguére founded his mission as 
a result of what he himself experi- 
enced after he left the Roman Catho- 
lic priesthood and was converted to 
Evangelical Christianity. After he left 
the priesthood, Mr. Giguére carried 
with him his horror of everything 
Protestant. When he first attended ser- 
vices in a Protestant church he consid- 
ered he had committed the unpardon- 
able sin. Like all other French-Canadi- 
an people, he was brought up to be- 
lieve that it is better to be an atheist 
than to become a Protestant. 
He found that this horror of every- 
thing Protestant was the greatest 
stumbling-block in his work of bring- 
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ing the light of his new-found faith to 
his fellow-Catholic people in Montre- 
al. He did not dare preach to these 
people that he had turned Protestant, 
even though they, too, had left the Ro 
man Catholic Church. He, therefore, 
founded his “Christian Mission,” held 
meetings in a hall, not a church, and 
assured these Catholic people that he 
would only ask them to read and fol 
low the Bible teaching. 


Laudable efforts have been made fot 
many years, especially by the Presby- 
terians in Montreal, to evangelize 
French-Canadian Catholic people 
Some thirty-four churches have been 
built for this work in Canada, twelve 
of them in the city of Montreal, and 
two large schools have also been estab 
lished as training centers for Frendt 
Canadian work. There are about 12) 
French Roman Catholic churches with 
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a membership of over 1,000,000 peo- 
ple in Montreal alone. It is estimated 
that 250,000 of these never attend 
mass and have left the Roman Catho- 
lic Church for good. Yet among these 

rter of a million former Roman 
Catholics in Montreal a disappointing- 
ly small number have joined Protes- 
tant churches. Mr. Giguére thinks that 
the reason for this is the fear that these 
ex-Roman Catholics have of Protes- 
tantism and of being called Protes- 
tants. “This mission,” Mr. Giguére 
says, “is the fruit of my personal ex- 
perience, that is, of my living faith. 
The reason for its existence is that I 
wanted the Roman Catholic people of 
Montreal to know what the Lord has 
done for me. Being brought up with 
the prejudice that they must not be- 
come Protestants, I wanted them to 
know that this was not God’s will. The 
only thing that God. wills is to save 
them through faith in the blood of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. If they want a name 
let them be called Christians.”

More than five thousand gathered again on the 
Wednesday night to hear the same speaker declare that the whole world is ready 
for a spiritual revival as the only antidote to the threat of atomic destruction 
and the troubling uncertainties of the present world. 
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Should Priests Marry? 


A CATHOLIC MOTHER, Mary 

O'Neill, has an article in Maga- 
zine Digest for last October under the 
strange title: “Why I Think Priests 
Should Marry.” 

Mrs. O'Neill starts off by taking it 
for granted that although the Pope 
may deplore her little protest, “he 
would not attempt to take from me 
the right to my own view.” She bases 
her right to her opinion chiefly on the 
fact that she has a son who is talking 
of studying for the priesthood. She 
staunchly defends the Catholic Church 
as “the greatest conservative force in 
the world,” yet from her knowledge 
of “the lives of many priests and nuns 
whom I know, love and respect,” she 
is certain that she is correct in op- 
posing clerical celibacy. 


We suspect that Mrs. O'Neill has 
been imbibing a few of the principles 
of modern sociology and psychology. 
From a sociological point of view she 
deplores the sterility forced upon the 
fine specimens of manhood and wom- 
anhood to be seen in any Catholic 
seminary for priests or in the religious 
orders for men and women. “No so- 
ciologist,” she says, “could select 
worthier persons to propagate the 
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finer human traits.” She calls atten 
tion to the “splendid physique and 
health” that abound among them, the 
“sparkling eyes that betray sensitive 
ness to stimuli,’ etc., and consides 
the Catholic Church unwise in com 
manding that they shall not beget chit 
dren. 


This Catholic mother marshals quite 
an imposing array of arguments ® 
sustain her opinion on this delicate 
matter that few, even non-Catholics, 
dare to mention in public. She is sure 
that “complete sexual repression 
seems to be of comparatively little 
value in ‘converting’ the world.” She 
goes even further and gives expression 
to her conviction that the lack of gen} 
uine spirituality among the Catholic 
masses, which Catholic idealists are 
forever bewailing, is due to this “exo 
dus of the most talented Catholic 
children from normal society,” and 
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the encouragement by the Church of 
those less favored by nature to rear 
families. 

Most priests will heartily agree with 
Mrs. O'Neill in all and more than she 
says, but they are powerless to say or 
do anything about it. They will have 
to wait till many more Catholic moth- 
es like Mrs. O'Neill get together and 
assert themselves in their behalf. 











Mixed Marriage Tragedy 


®@MANY do not consider the Catho- 
lic Mixed Marriage laws of great 
importance. Here is a story that should 
make them change their minds. It was 
told in the San Diego (Calif.) Journal 
of last August 30: 


Samuel R. Adams, a Roman Catho- 
lic, former Army lieutenant and now 
M/Sgt. and chief photographer at the 
Muroc Army Air Base, shot to death 
his two sons, Samuel Ray, Jr., 7 years 
old, and his brother Richard, 4, be- 
cause his wife, a Protestant, insisted 
on sending them to Protestant Sunday 
Shool. After killing his two small 
boys, the father turned the revolver on 
himself, and, according to the report, 
was in critical condition at a nearby 
hospital . 

Adam's wife, Marguerite, told of- 
feers that religious differences between 
herself and her husband precipitated 
the killings. That Sunday, Adams re- 
tumed from mass in a Catholic 
. “with a bottle of liquor,” and 

an argument with his wife 
When she said she was preparing to 
sad them to Protestant Sunday 
Xhool. The wife reported that she be- 
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lieved she had smoothed over the ar- 
gument, but after breakfast her hus- 
band called the two boys into a bed- 
room. Here is the exact quotation of 
the newspaper report of this awful 
tragedy: 
“Adams told his son Samuel to 
turn his back, then the father fired 
three shots into the boy’s back. 
Richard fled in terror, and his fa- 
ther chased him into another bed- 
room, then shot the lad twice as he 
tried to crawl under a bed.” 


Many arguments may be used to 
dissuade Protestant girls from marty- 
ing Catholics—loss of religious rights 
of their children, danger to their own 
faith, and marital unhappiness. This 
story should be the best dissuader of 
all! 


@ NEW JERSEY’S highest court, 
the Court of Errors and Appeals, 
has upheld the right of a mother 
to bring up her. children in the 
Jewish faith against the claim of 
their Roman Catholic father, ac- 
cording to the Jersey Journal of 
last September 4.

The Jesuit system of ‘Probabilism’ 
makes it easy for you to obtain pardon 
of sins, and affords you a wide scope 
to circumvent the guilt of sins and 
their consequences. St. Alphonsus Lig- 
uori states this doctrine as follows: 
‘Moral acts, in themselves sinful, un- 
der certain circumstances lose their 
sinfulness and are permissable.” A 
convenient teaching is thus evolved: 
“A man may sin without sinning.” 
Pascal, Roman Catholic critic of the 
Jesuits, comments on this ironically as 
follows: “We remove the vice of the 
means by the purity of the end.” The 
Encyclopaedia Brittannica (Vol. 5, p. 
486) states that the Jesuits by their 
‘Probabilism,’ “developed a highly in- 
genious method of eviscerating the sub-

In the large cities of America, where 
Roman Catholics are predominant, the 
boast is made that “brighter Sundays” 
and a change from the Protestant “fu- 
nereal aspect” of the Lord’s Day into 
one of joy and merriment have resulted 
from the opening of the saloons from 
midday till 4 a.m. This atmosphere of 
“joy and merriment,” in the material 
and fleshly sense, is the hall-mark of 


Roman Catholic communities where 


the three great (and profitable) vices 
of drinking, gambling and prostitution 
abound. Fun-loving Americans, wheth- 
et believers or not, must of necessity 
hail the Roman Catholic Church as the 
great stimulator of joy and merriment, 
and as a counter-weight to the kill-joy 
effect of Protestantism’s religious out- 
look on the world, the flesh and the 
devil. 


Thus, apart from considerations of 
the primary issues of sin and salvation, 
Roman Catholicism offers doubting 
and confused Protestants the advantag- 
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es of a freer and more indulgent par- 
ticipation in those things regarded by 
people of the world as having little or 
no bearing on spiritual matters. 


A POPE YOUR INFALLIBLE GUIDE 


In this world where everything is 
uncertain, nothing more wonderful can 
be offered to confused mortals than a 
100% sure and certain spokesman to 
tell, and even to order, you what to do 
for your apparent good. Freedom to 
think and judge for yourself, after all, 
is a comparatively new thing in the 
modern world. In fact, it is confined 
still to so-called democratic countries 
and has been established there in fair- 
ly recent times. And there are unmis- 
takable signs that this short period 
when men have been free to think for 
themselves is coming to an end. The 
trend to authoritarianism today is ob- 
vious to all. 


The Roman Catholic Church sensed 
this toward the end of the last century 
and established, by dogmatic decree, 
an ‘infallible’ pope to be universal dic- 
tator in matters of faith and morals for 
all mankind. Mussolini and Hitler set 
themselves up in our time to comple- 
ment this absolute dictatorship of the 
pope. Although their regimes went 
down in military defeat in 1945, their 
attempt to re-establish rigid dictator- 
ships has shocked many into a realiza- 
tion that the hoped-for preservation 
and further expansion of the Protes- 
tant heritage of faith and freedom 
may be a lost cause. 


So, as a Roman Catholic, the dog- 
matic, authoritarian law of the Church 
of Rome would be your guide in all 
matters relating both to your soul’s 
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salvation and the morals of your coun- 
try and community. “Keep the rule 
and the rule will keep you,” is the as- 
surance given to all who embrace Ro- 
man Catholic teachings. Protestants, 
on the other hand, all believe different- 
ly; there is no unity among their many 
sects, and their social and political af- 
fairs are never solved to the satisfac- 
tion of any one party, because all par- 
. ties and even individuals are allowed 
the freedom to object, veto and with- 
draw from a unified workable and per- 
fectly-ordered plan of action for the 
benefit of the whole community. 


A ‘perfect society’ and an assured 
way of salvation are not possible, ac- 
cording to Roman Catholic theory, un- 
less a wise ruler and leader is allowed 
to order what is good and true. “We 
are not seeking the truth,” Catholics 
will tell you. “We have it!” You can 
have it for the taking, they will say, 
and all could have it if only their 
Church had the power to impose it 
upon all. 


CONFESSION AND MASS 


The agency of the Catholic ‘Sacra- 
ment of Confession’ by which, it is 
claimed, a priest forgives sins, is of- 
fered to Protestants as another of the 
many attractive inducements to become 
Roman Catholics. In a booklet by 
Father John A. O’Brien, (Can Our 
Priests Forgive Sins?) the claim is 
made that: “There is a comfort, an 
ease, and an assurance of certain par- 
don which is given by the sacrament 
of confession which no private con- 
fession to God could possibly afford.” 
Christ, he says, “established a definite 
objective agency” for this purpose, and 
he ridicules ‘“‘the shifting sands of sub- 
jective disposition and the whimsicali- 
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ties of private emotion,” by which he ~ 
means the Protestant Evangelical 
teaching of repentance and forgiveness 
of sins. 


Although generally rejecting mod- 
ern scientific methods of psychiatry as 
a substitute for the Catholic confes- 
sion, claims are also made that confes- 
sing the details of your sins to a priest 
in the secrecy of a confession box has 
all and more of the mental therapeutic 
value that modern psychiatrists have 
to offer. For the office of a priest in 
confession is not merely to “declare” 
that sins are forgiven, but consists in a 
judicial pronouncement of pardon or 
condemnation by the priest. This was 
confirmed by a recent advertisement 
of the Knights of Columbus in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch which declared: 
“Christ empowered Catholic priests 
zot merely to announce that sins are 
forgiven but actually to forgive sins 
... And finally note that this authori- 
ty is not confined to any particular 
kind of sins but extends to all sins 
without exception.” 


This is in keeping with the dogmatic 
decree of the Council of Trent which 
anathematizes (Sess 14, Canon 9) any- 
one that denies that “the sacramental 
absolution of the priest is not a judi- 
cial act but a mere service of pronoune- 
ing and declaring to him who confess- 
es that sins are forgiven...” 


As a Roman Catholic, therefore, you 
would be assured of actual contact 
with a priest who has the power, on 
his own judgment, of disposing of 
your sins as you come to him month 
after month, or as .occasion requires. 
Catholic confession is made to act as 
a kind of ‘spiritual bath,’ or similar to 
sending your clothes to the cleaner at 
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stated times. This is what Father 
OBrien, in the booklet mentioned 
above, intends to convey by offering

‘DOUBLE INDEMNITY’ 


If everything else fails to convince 
Protestants of the benefits the Catho- 
lic Church has to offer them, resort is 
had to a final, ‘catch-all’ argument 
that Roman Catholic .propagandists 
consider irrefutable. Even if, they say, 
you still think that your Protestant 
Evangelical faith offers you a surer 
guarantee of salvation, why take the 
risk of entirely doing without the min- 
istrations the Roman Catholic Church 
has to offer you? By becoming a Ro- 
man Catholic you need not renounce 
your faith in Jesus Christ and His sav- 
ing work. These beliefs and practices 
of the Roman Catholic Church can be 
accepted as an added guarantee, a kind 
of ‘double indemnity’ against loss of 
your eternal salvation. At worst, they 
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can do you no harm. But suppose that, 
after you die, you discover that they 
were, after all, necessary, and it would 
be then too late to obtain the benefit 
of them? 


I must confess that, as a priest, I 
used this argument with success on 
dying people who had been Catholics 
but had been converted to Protestant- 
ism during their lifetime. I thus in- 
duced them to accept absolution and 
the last rites as an added protection 
against the possibility that they might 
need them after they passed beyond. 
In this way they were said to have “‘re- 
turned to the Catholic Church before 
they died,” and the Catholic Church 
received the benefits from their death- 
bed ‘conversion.’ 


OLD ‘PROSTITUTE’ MOTHER CHURCH 


The subtlest argument of all is the 
one that kept me faithful to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church for more than a 
year before I made the final decision 
to break with the priesthood. It con- 
sists in admitting all the accusations 
that Protestants and the enemies of 
the Catholic Church have used against 
it through the centuries. You are told 
that you can admit that the Roman 
Catholic Church is corrupt, that many 
of its popes were scoundrels of the 
deepest dye, that it has dragged the 
teaching of Christ through the mire, 
has oppressed the people for centuries 
and allied itself to adulterous kings 
and princes for the sake of worldly 
and political power. (See Ch. 17 of 
Revelation.) Yet all of these admis- 
sions, they say, only serve to prove that 
the Roman Catholic Church is not only 
the one and true Church of Christ, but 
is divinely protected and will be divine- 
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ly preserved to the end of time againg § 
all its enemies! ie 

For if all these things are true, they 
say, then the Roman Catholic Church 
must be something more than a mere 
human institution. For a mere humag 
institution would not only break asun 
der under such a weight of corruption, 
but would have actually ceased to 
exist long before it reached such 
depths of corruption! The Romag 
Catholic Church therefore, they com 
clude, must be sustained by divine 
power. Even admitting it to be 99% 
human and corrupt, the other 1% of 
divinity makes it the true Church of 
Christ that will last till the end of 
time. 


I prayed continuously before I left 
the priesthood that this might be true; 
that I might understand that the cor 
ruption of the Catholic Church was 
even a part of God’s plan in the world, 
I was told that even if the “Old Mother 
Church” of Rome was corrupt and 4 
prostitute, she was still my mother and 
I should remain faithful to her. 

It is further argued, as it was with 
me, that it is in keeping with the na 
ture of this corrupt world, that the 
Church of Christ itself should bear 
the appearance of evil and corruption. 
The Catholic Church, they say, was it 
stituted by Christ iv the world and to 
save the world. Why then should it not 
conform to the world and its mode 
and morals? It is composed of men, 
from the pope down, and it is to be 
expected that in its working among 
the world, it would become splat 
tered and soiled with sin and degrade 
tion. But since Christ has promised 
be with His church till the end of time, 
so that “the gates of Hades would 
never prevail against it,” why repudé 
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ate it for its human side? Why not ac- 
cept it for its divine side?

@® THE VATICAN’S GRIP on labor 
unions in Italy seems assured by 
the overwhelming vote of the Con- 
gress of the ACLI (“Catholic Associa- 
tion of Italian Workers”) in Rome 
last September 17, to form a commit- 
tee to organize ‘free and independent 
labor unions.” The vote was 581,000 
to only 41,000 in favor of setting up 
the new labor unions even apart from 
the Christian Democratic Party, as 
well as the General Confederation of 
Labor, the latter controlled by the 
Communists, according to the report 
of the N. Y. Times’ Rome correspond- 
ent Arnaldo Cortesi. 

More than 2,000,000 members are 
expected to join these distinctly Cath- 
olic labor unions. The General Con- 
federation of Labor membership has 
dropped about 2,000,000 recently, and 
Right-wing Socialist and Republican 
unions are also expected to break with 
the General Confederation and join 
up with the new Catholic unions. It is 
expected that many of the estimated 
10,000,000 Italian workers who be- 
long to no union will also join this 
new Catholic labor movement, which 
will “recruit most of its members 
among the peasants, white-collar 
workers and railroad men.”

Catholic Countries 


REPORT of recent re- 

ligious events in Spain 

Space by John D. Hughey, Jr. i 

Missions, Baptist magazine, 

of lat September reveals that “a 

secret organization of Catholic Ac- 

tion” is functioning there “to obstruct 

resolutely evangelical practices” and 

to deny the little liberty allowed to 

Protestants by Franco’s laws. The au- 

thor quotes from a handbill distribu- 
ted in Madrid as follows: 


The robbers of the faith have descend- 
ed on Spain like a flock of crows. Prot- 
estant pastors of the most ridiculous 
sects consider that the times are pro- 
pitious for sowing heresy in our coun- 
try... .. Supported by the power of the 
American dollar and the British pound, 
they have decided to convert us as if 
we were a tribe of Indians .... We are 
determined to prevent, by all the means 
at our disposal, that heresy should 
make a single step more in the spiritual 
conquest of our Catholic, Apostolic, Ro- 
man perfection .... We will not limit 
ourselves to talking. Let this be quite 
dear. For neither did the Holy Inquisi- 
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tion, guardian by divine commission 
of the unity of Spain and the true faith, 
limit itself to talking.” 


In Franco’s so-called “Bill of 
Rights” a certain allowance was made 
in favor of Protestants. Franco’s Min- 
ister of Government interpreted this 
law on November 12, 1945, as fol- 
lows: 


The confessions dissident from the Ro- 
man Catholic will be able to exercise 
their peculiar cults in all Spanish ter- 
ritory, provided that these are limited 
to the interior of their respective tem- 
ples, without manifestation or outward 
show of any form in the public way. 
The representatives of these or the peo- 
ple in charge will likewise be able to 
discharge their religious functions so 
long as they do not entwine them or 
mix them with political purposes of 
propaganda or other things which are 
not purely religious or which in general 
do not pertain to cult. The opening of 
such temples will have to be solicited in 
each case from the Civil Governor of 
the Province in which they are situat- 
ed, who, having received the required 
documents, will be able to give the au- 
thorization with notification to this 
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Ministry. He will also communicate the 
authorization to the one who has soli- 
cited it. 

But Roman Catholic authorities now 
insist that even the above interpreta- 
tion of the law is too lax. They main- 
tain that the law does not authorize 
Protestants to worship in chapels at 
all, but only individuals in the privacy 
of their own homes. A Catholic hand- 
bill distributed recently in Barcelona 
stresses ‘the duty that falls upon all 
Roman Catholics, and to whose ful- 
fillment we engage ourselves, not to 
consent to Protestant activity in our 
national territory.” 


This typical official Catholic atti- 
tude toward Protestantism is based 
upon the Jesuit principle that “error” 
—i.e., all religious teaching except 
Roman Catholicism—can never have 
the same rights as “truth’—7.e. Ro- 
man Catholic teaching alone. On this 


absurd assumption, that the Roman 
Catholic Church alone possesses the 
truth, God Himself is made the justi- 
fication for the elimination of all 
other religions—even by torture and 
death—in order to safeguard “divine 
truth.” 


For detailed stories of how the de- 
luded Catholic people of Spain are in- 
cited by their priests and Government 
officials to do violence to Protestants, 
to burn down their places of worship, 
and commit other atrocities against 
them, this entire article in Missions 
should be read. 


While doing so, it would be well 
for Protestants and Catholics alike to 
look around this Protestant country 
of the United States and see for them- 
selves how the Roman Catholic mi- 
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nority here is treated with all defen 
ence, how it obtains full freedom of 
worship and propaganda and how 
despite the fact that Roman Catholics 
form only 16% of the total popula 
tion, the Catholic Church wields a 
influence entirely out of proportion 
to this 16% of 145 millions. 


Confirming this deplorable cond 
tion in Spain, Dr. John Sutherland

fants. Regrettably, however, his Ro- 
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man Catholic brethren in Spain think 
otherwise. Only this summer Cardinal 
Pla Deniel, Primate of Spain, on behalf 
of all Spanish Bishops and Archbishops, 
stated that any such interpretation of 
Article 6 is a perversion of the law and 
that it permits only private worship by 
Protestants in Spain. 


On September 10 last year Cardinal 
Segura, Archbishop of Seville, issued a 
pastoral letter denouncing the Protes- 
tants and demanding the abolition of 
“these centers of false religions in 
Spain.”’ A few weeks later the first of a 
series of attacks on Protestant churches 
began and the Catholic Action Youth 
left two leaflets amid the wreckage of 
pews quoting from the Cardinal’s pas- 
toral and declaring, ‘“The Holy Inquisi- 
tion did not limit itself to talking. We 
make ourselves heirs of the Inquisitor- 
ial Spirit.” 


All Protestant schools in Spain, once 
housing 7,000 pupils, are closed and 
the children must go to schools where 
Roman Catholic instruction is compul- 
sory. Protestants are not permitted 
publicly to bury their dead with the 
rites of their church; to print hymn 
books and Bibles; to reply in the public 
press to attacks made on them; to 
place any signs on their churches de- 
noting they are places of worship. They 
have been jailed and fined for holding 
meetings of Bible study and prayer in 


their homes. There have been repeated. 


disorders culminating in the case of 
Linares, Spain, on June 27, 1948, with 
attacks upon the worshippers by thirty 
Catholic youths using rubber trunch- 
eons and brass knuckles. If these hap- 
penings do not constitute “persecution” 
then words have ceased to hold any 
meaning. 


With all my heart I agree with Dr. 
Wheeler that those who believe in God 
should unite their efforts and prayers 
to save Christian civilization. To this 
end I shall be happy to meet in con- 
ference with Dr. Wheeler and his Cath- 
olic colleagues, along with Protestant 
leaders, that in the spirit of goodwill 
and Christian brotherliness we may 
seek a remedy for the conflicts and 
antagonisms that are poisoning the re- 
lations between Christians in America 


and other lands at a moment when mj 
litant Marxian atheism threatens ; 
that we hold dear.

A Peek Into A Medieval Nunnery 


THE CORNER THAT HELD THEM, by Sylvia Townsend Warner; 367 pp, 


The Viking Press, N. Y. Price $3.00. 


HOUGH not a ‘convent-horror’ 

story of the Ku Klux Klan type, 
this story contains the most intimate 
and detailed revelations we have ever 
read of what life in a convent of nuns 
is like. The author is a famous English 
novelist who spent ten years in re- 
search before building up her fascin- 
ating story. Though not written to 
shock the reader’s sensitivities or to 
turn anyone away from the Roman 
Catholic Church, the story is really 
horrifying in parts. 

The publishers frankly advertise it 
as the author's masterpiece, a “wholly 
delightful and amazingly original 
story,” about “the heartaches and scan- 
dals, the ambitions and trials of a 
corner of England at the end of the 
Middle Ages.” Cunningly, they style 
it: “The realistic story of a nunnery 
and the villagers who gave it rebel- 
lious homage.”
